“This country is ours and they must 
know it. Deep down in their hearts, 
most of them know it and they

respect us for returning to our home- 
land aftersomany years of exile. Not 
only for returning but for rebuilding 
it and defending it as we have done 
until now. 

“To those willing to express their 
loyalty to us," continued the rabbi, 
“we will grant all rights — except 
political freedom. They must know 
that this is the country of the Jews: 
they may trade with us and become 
prosperous, but they must respect 
our law, knowing that we are the 
ruling majority.” 


THIS WAS the first time I heard 
such things stated so clearly, without 
any attempt to gloss over or disguise 
the truth. About three years after 
that meeting with Rabbi Levinger, ἱ 
met another Gush Emunim leader, 
white travelling south of the Hebron 
area. 

He said: "1 think that in five or six 
years from now, or even sooner, the 
boys from the refugee camps, who 
are now throwing stones at our cars 
in Judea and Samaria, will change 
their weapons. Instead of stones, 
they'll be using rifles with live 
ammunition. They will start shoot- 
ing and killing. But there's one thing 
they do not know: only then will we 
be able to deport them - by the 
thousands. 

“This will be the test case for the

Israeli authorities,” he continued. 
“Then we will be able to start what 
you might call ‘cleaning up’ the West 
Bank. We shall sec to it that it won't 
be only the bay or the youngster who 
will be deported but his whole fami- 
ly, maybe ail his village! 

“T'd like to see you leftists and 
people from Peace Now defending 
them then, like you always do. But it 
will be too late for you, too late, 
since a vast majority of the Israelis 
will -- only then - understand our 
motives. © 

“Violence will breed violence and 
other youngsters all over Judea and 
Samaria will be eager to retaliate for 
the deportations, again, using ‘hot’ 
weapons. And so, within five or 10 
years, we will be able to reduce the 
nuimber of Palestinians living in this 
area by at least half their present 
number. That is-how what you call 
‘the Palestinian Problem’ will solve 
itself.” : 

Once again, il was the first time I 
had heard such tertible things being 
said without fear or hesitation, loud 
and clear. 


IF THE West Bank is a problem, 
Hebron is the ‘heart of it. If the 
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occupied territories are to be com: 
pared with a sick min, the Helnon 
urea is ant. Nowhere else in 
the territories is the animosity so 
deep, the hatred so strong, the vie- 
fence so open. Everything is on the 
surface. One does not have to delve 
very fur to look for hostility. itis in 
everyboily's eyes, both Arabs and 
Jews. 

Hebron is the only town in the 
West Bank that does not have iat 
cinema, as municipal law prohibits 
opening one. ‘That was the situation 
during the British and Jordanian 
regimes and it is still true under the 
Israeli Civil Administration - dv- 
Spite the fact that Hebron is the 
second largest town in the West 
Bank and cinemas are to be found all 
over the area, even in much smaller 
towns and villages. 

The reason for the lack of movie 
houses and for prohibiting sales of 
alcoholic beverages in the town is 
because Hebron is the most religious 
town in the West Bank. Only in the 
past 10 years have Hebronites been 
able to buy wine or brandy at the 
settlers restaurant near the Cave of 
the Patriarchs. Those who dare buy 
there must be very cautious. They 
wrap the bottle carefully and hide it 
deep in their bags.

A well-known Isracli journalist 
was driving one night, a few years 
go, from Beersheba to Jerusalem. It 
was (wo o'clock in the morning when 
his car broke down in the centre of 
Hebron. He did nat know what to do 
-the Military Government building 
wus tao far to walk to and there was 
nobody around. 

Suddenly a door opened in an 
Arab house, and an old man asked 
him in broken Hebrew what had 
happened and whether he needed 
help. “Oh, no,” said the journalist, 
“I'l wait here inside the car until the 
morning.” The old man said: “‘Non- 
sense!” He invited the journalist into 
his house. The Isracli refused polite- 
ly, fearing that his host might try to 
harm him. The old man understood, 
guessing the Isracli’s fears and said: 
“Believe me, we are just trying to 
help you." Back in his house, the old 
man called a garage manager who 
came to the scene. [He fixed the 
journalist's car (after waking up two 
of his workers). For more than two 
hours, the Israeli journalist enjoyed 
the hospitality of the ald man's fami- 
ly: coffee nnd cakes, sandwiches und 
cokd drinks. 

Before dawn the car was ready. 
The girage manager brought the car 
to the house and refused to accept 
payment. “You are our guest,” he 
said. “We cannot take money from 
you. 1 would be ashamed to take 
money from you, please.” 

The Israeli was compictely usto- 
nished. He told me afterward; “Be- 
lieve me, there is still hope. I really 
think so, if in Hebron, the town of 
hatred, the Arabs treat a Jew like 
they treated me —there is still hope." 
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PONDERING the historical signifi- 
cance of the Six Day War during 
which he was Chief of the IDF 
General Staff, Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rubin speaks of ‘two wars, out 
of all those we were forced to light, 
that wrought far-reaching changes 
in Israel's peo-political position -- 
the War of Independence and the Six 
Day War. The War of Independence 
produced a state out of the interna- 
tional recognilion of Jewish 
sovereignty as evinced in the UN 
partition resolution. If not for our 
resolve to fight in the face of the 
massed invasion of numerically su- 
τ perior Arab forces, the idea of a 
Jewish state would have only re~ 
mained on paper.” 

The Six Day War, he points out, 
was caused by Egypt's acts of war, 
after it forced the withdrawal of the 
United Nations Emergency Force 
(Unef) and blockaded the Tiran 
Straits. Israel's political situation 
was certainly enhanced by the way it 
accorded the time and margin for 
diplomatic maneuvering to the Un- 
ited States to restore the former 
status quo — an effort that so signally 

“failed, 

ft was against this background that 
the fighting ended with Israel not 
required to make an immediate 
withdrawal as in 1956. Israel found 
itself in 1967 with its lines along the 


Suez Canal in the south, along the - 


Jordan River to the east, and the 
Golan Heights to the northeast, pro- 
viding it with strategic depth in the 
case of war and with real assets to 
bargain for peace - “as the eventual 
peace treaty with Egypt mast patent- 
ly demonstrated.” 

In military terms, he sees the 1967 
victory as having given Israel a shield 
against any likely threat to its exist- 
ence.

There were two appeals from 
Eshkol, he recalls, to King Hussein 
tostay out —one through the United 
Nations Truce Supervision Orga- 
nization Untso chief General Odd 
Bull and the other via the Amer- 
icans. 

“We gave assurances that we 
would abide by the armistice agrec- 
ments... Years later when I was 
ambassador to Washington, I met 
the former American ambassador in 
Amman. I asked him whether our 
appeals had reached Iussein. He 
told me that he personally went to 
speak to the king, and conveyed to 


* him an American guarantee that 


Israel would behave. 

“However, when the envoy finally 
tracked down Hussein, he found him 
already in uniform at his army GHQ. 
After listening to his messuges, Hus- 
sein replied: ‘It’s too lute. The chips 
are down, We are at war'." 

What people have forgotten, 
Rabin emphasizes, is that Syrian and 
Jordanian planes attacked Israeli 
targets first - Ramat David, Megid- 
do and a military installation near 
Acre. Only then did the government 
authorize the IDF to act. 

He continually pointed to the tight 
civitian rein on the military in each of 
that war's unfolding phases. Thus 
the army was initially ordered to 
take the modern part of East Jeru- 
salem but not to enter the Old City, 


€ 


and to move into the north and south 
of the West Bank facing Modi'in and 
Kfar Sava, but not to enter Jenin. 
“We were worried about the Jorda- 
nians killing our cities with their 
tong-range artillery,” he explained. 
“By the third day of the war, the 
government allowed the army to 
take the Old City, and to swee| 
across the West Bank to the Jordan 
River. Thus the war was virtually 
over, especially as by Thursday, the 
south was under control -- the tanks 
having reached the Suez Canal.” On 
Friday the fighting began for the 
Golan [feights, which took 30 hours 
to complete. 

Asked about the veracity of the 
story that tank units reached the 
Sucz Canal without authorization, 
the Six Day War commander says 
that “in the initial phase, Dayan 
lived according to the concepts of the 
1956 campaign, and did not wish to 
reach the actual bank of the canal, 
secking to have the waterway left 
open, although by then the Egyp- 
tians had already blocked it. All 
those tales about the army acting on 
its own were totally untrue. He put 
on a show — after all on the first day 
we didn't think in terms of actually 
reaching the canal.” 


WASN'T there fear of possible 


Soviet intervention, with news stor-, 


ies of Russian warships passing 
through the Dardanelles? Rabin re- 


veals that he had sought an evalua- 
tion from army intelligence experts 
about what the Russians might 
actually do in case of war. “I was 
fascinated to learn — the assessment 
was that they could do very little. 
After the destruction of Arab air- 
fields, they had nowhere to land 


Pp their planes. It'd take quite some 


time for them to bring in land forces. 
They presented no real threat from the 


sea. 

“Perhaps they could have 
threatened to use nuclear missiles, 
but that's another dimension and 
another game altogether. The in- 
telligence boys considered we could 
cope with conventional arms. If they 
semt bombers for example, our 
planes could bring them down. 

“T can tell you we were surprised 
at the big advantage the U.S. had 
then and still has now over the 
Russians when it comes to aircraft 
carriers. Even now the Russians go 
in for helicopter carriers, with the 
U.S. Navy way ahead of them in 
aircraft carriers." 

As to the impact of Dayan's 
appointment as defence minister, 
Rabin says that “Dayan enjoyed a 
special place in the army's heart, 
having been the CGS at the time of 
the previous victory, He gave the 
soldiers a tremendous boost of confi- 
dence, and changed some of our 
battle plans. There was a general 
sense of relief, and a feeling that he 


enjoyed full authority fram the gov- 
ernment to get things moving. I must 
give him credit for bringing round 
the cabinet to vote for military ac- 
tion.” 

Here we entered what Rabin calls 
the realm of the hypothetical. “If 
Eshkol had managed to get a cabinet 
majority vote for war at the May 
27/28 meeting, then the army would 
have moved against Egypt. It would 
have altered the entire course of 
events with Jordan, for Hussein 
signed his defence pact with Nasser 
on May 30.” 

And Syria? “It's difficult to say. 
After all they triggered off Nasser's 
moves which led to war. It- seems 
they were less enthusiastic about 
getting involved, except for their air 
force. Don’t forget the Syrian attack 
on Tel Dan which we repulsed." 

What of Dayan's known reluct- 
ance to fight the Syrians? 

“The army was very hot on 
punishing them. Don't forget their 
merciléss shelling of the north, and 
the delegation from the border set- 
tlements to the cabinet pressing for 

action. . 

“When I presented the army's 
battle plan to the cabinet, Dayan was 
against, and his view prevailed. For 
him the war was over. They said-he 
didn't want to become entangled 
with the Russians. 

“I went home to bed. I was 
awakened in the middle of the night 


by a phone call from Ezer advising 
me that Dayan had authorized Dado 
(OC Northern Command, the late 
Aluf David Elazar) to attack. I drove 
to GHQ, where I met Dayan who 
told me ‘You were for, and I held 
you up. But now I've changed my 
mind. Otherwise everything will fall 
apart’. 

“So I flew up north to meet Dado. 
Our forces were on the move by 
noon. Our main concept was to 
move along the northern part of the 
Golan Heights towards Kuneitra. In 
the war with Syria we were racing 
against the clock, because of the 
Soviet manipulation of the Security 
Council ceasefire deadline..... We 
had until Friday midnight. 

“Our forces were not properly 
deployed, one column at the top, the 
rest below. So I urged Dado to 
spread them out. The deadline was 
constantly put off, until Dayan final- 
ly met Bull at 6 p.m. Saturday. 
Therefore we were able to take all 
the Heights. 

“I recall that before the Friday 
fighting, Dayan told me that from 
the political aspect you can hit back 
at Syria, but don't ascend the 
Heights. I feared heavy casualties, 
so I phoned Dado, and told him what 
was possible poultice! , [knew Day- 
an was very hesitant but he did not 
specify what I should do, leaving the 
dedisions up to me within given 
guidelines." : 5 


YESHAYAHU (Shaike) Gavish 
has his own special memories of the 
Six Day War when, as OC South- 
erm Command, his forces smashed 
the Egyptian Army threatening the 
Jewish state.

When Najwa, a Palestinian 
woman (played by « Jewish actress) 
is arrested by a soldier during a 
demonstration and later interro- 
gated, it is first presented, fram her 
point of view, as a degrading und 
humiliating experience. Later, it is - 
shown fiom the point uf view of the 
soldier (Uri) and it looks very ditfe- 
rent. 

“Itis the subjective way we sec the 
truth,” explains Sharron, “Neither | 
Najwa nor Uri is lying: they see 
things from different angles." 

“The play is cunstructed in such a 
way that you never know whether 
that scene is realily, or simply the 
imagination of one of her charac- ἡ 
ters,” says Morgan. 

Aren't they worried that in Edin- 
burgh, the complex will not be ἢ 
understood?

IT WAS THE situation in Israel 
during the Lebanon War that ger- 
minated Berlin, Jerusalem and the 
Moon, the latest work of the San 
Francisco-based Travelling Jewish 
Theatre, and the one they will be 
performing in Jerusalem on June 6 
and 7 as part of the Israel Festival. 

The theatre group paid its first 
visit to Israel in 1982, explains artis- 
tic director Naomi Newman, and its 
members were plunged right into the 
turmoit of that time. They heard 
arguments from those in favour of 
the war and from those who opposed 
it. Newman had been a member of 
Habonim, and her old youth- 
movement friends told her of their 
disillusionment and their fears for 
is way Israeli society was develop- 

ing. 

From these experiences emerged 
the dramatic presentation dealing 
with the problems of Jewish identity 
in America today and in Germany in 
the 1930s, the appeal of Zionism and 
the complexities of the Middle East 
problem. 

A_ Travelling Jewish Theatre 
(TST) was founded in Los Angeles in 
1978 by Corey Fischer, Albert 
Greenberg and Naomi Newman. All 
three of them had been working in 
the threatre, Fischer chiefly as an 
actor, Greenberg as a musician, 
Newman in acting and directing. 

Their plays are collaborative 
efforts, written by all three of them. 
They switch roles frequently, using 
song. dance, masks and puppets to 
put over their dramas. They spend 
much of their time on the road, 


as Europe; but their home base is 
now San Francisco. 

Before their visit to Israel, their 
repertoire -had tended towards the

The main character, Izzic the K, 
an American Jewish comic who sees 
himself as a modern Kafka, is obses- 
sed by the German Jewish culture 
that flourished between the two 
world wars. 

“We don't suggest that a Holo- 
caust could happen in the United 
States,” stresses Newman. “But we 
are terribly conscious of the fact that 
the German Jews were as much a 
part of Germany as we are part of 
America. Germany asks history real 
questions.” 

Izzie the K, performing in the 
fictitious Kafka Café in Jerusalem, 
introduces the audience to two Ger- 
man Jewish writers taken from real 
life - Else Lasker-Schuler and Wal- 
ter Benjamin. 

The poet Lasker-Schuler, born 
into an Orthodox family, won the 
prestigious Kleist Prize for literature 
in 1932 and was beaten up by a gang 
of Brown Shirts the following day. 
She immigrated to Palestine in 1939 
and is buried on the Mount of 
Olives. Critic Walter Benjamin, a 
close friend of Gershom Scholem, 


* planned to come to the Hebrew 


University, but never made it to this 
country. 

The two never met each other; but 

in the play they have several encoun- 
ters, in which they argue about Jew- 
ish identity and Zionism: is Israel the 
homeland, the answer to our ancient 
prayers for liberation, or just 
another illusion that confounds and 
oppresses us? 
. ‘The play opens with the chanting 
of the story of Jacob, the patriarch, 
in Hebrew. Lasketr-Schuler talks fre- 
quently of Jerusalem, using it as a 
metaphor for a better world. 

‘Another character is Edie, Izzie's 

‘female counterpart, raging against 


the: patriarchal nature of Judaism.”

Musical notes 


THERE MAY NOT be enough 
snobs among the fsraeli musical pub- 
lic, suggested Alfred Brendel in a 
conversation same thice years ago. 
While the crowd follows idols, Bren-! 
del said, the snobs tend te nurture 
and encourage novelty. 

‘To go hy sich reasoning, the [srael 
Philharmonic Orchestra proved, 
albeit: perlorce, very snubhish in- 
deed last week. ‘The last-minute cin- 
cellation by yet another jubilee- 
season star, New York Metropolitan 
Opera's James Levine, left the IPO 
with no other option than to enguge 
three young musicians, and all of 
them locals to boot, For the 13-year- 
old pianist Ohad Ben-Ari, it was un 
auspicious debut; Shira Ravin at 17 
has played with the IPO numerous 
times, while Ze'ev Dorman, known 
as a bassoon player with the orches- 
tra, finds himself on the brink of a 
conducting career, having been re- 
cently appointed assistant to Zubin 
Mehta, 

Surprisingly to some, the four per- 
formances amounted to an unqual- 
ified success — with the public, the 
musicians and the critics, It is to be 
hoped that this “happy end” will 
give our premier orchestra some 
food for thought. Perhaps those 
asking for greater attention to local 
musicians — performers and compos- 
ers — are not, after all, out to lower 
the orchestra's professional stan- 
dards? And the subscribers who con- 
templated asking for their money 
back but, in the end, cheered the 
young Israelis with enthusiasm, have 
presumably grasped what snobbism 
t/a Brendelis all about. (And please 
don't forget, Mehta’s first encounter 
with the IPO occurred as the little- 
known, 25-year-old conductor was 
substituting for indisposed Eugene 
Ormandy.) 


MEANWHILE, the Philharmonic 
season '87 -'88 has been announced. 
Even without the jubilce year glitter, 
the new package offers music lovers 
many goodics. 

To begin with, two fully-staged 
Operas are in the offing: Bizet's Car- 
men in July '88, conducted by Mehta 
and directed by Jean-Pierre Ponnel- 
le; and Beethoven's Fidelio in 
February, presented by the Cologne 
City Opera of Germany (whose Casi 
fan tutte and Wozzeck have been 
shown in this country). As of now, 
the 1PO-presented operas remained 
by far the best samples of the genre 
hereabouts. 

For the first time, there will be a 
full classical ballet too, The Sleep- 
ing Beauty by Tchaikovsky, with the 
Israel Bullet, choreographed by 
Bertha Yampolsky and designed by 
Lydia Pinkus-Gani, is scheduled for 
a November run. Ze’ev Dorman will 
conduct. 

No less than 22 works composed in 
this century are featured. The late- 
Romantic William Walton's Viola 
Concerto will be played by Daniel 
Benyamini. !t is something of a sta- 
ple piece for the instrument, asis the 
demanding Second Piano Concerto 
by Bartok, entrusted to the powerful 
hands of Yefim Bronfman. Shlomo 
Mintz is to play the-Second Violin 
Concerto by Prokofiev. 

The rarely-performed Third 
Orchestral Suite by Georges Enescu 
will be accorded an IPO premiére 
under the baton of Lawrence Foster, 
while Guiseppe Sinopoli's For the 
Book on Venice also a local first -- 
will be led by the composer.

THERE'S A generally lack-lustre let-down i 
TV programmes in the aftermath of festivals 
and special anniversaries. To make things 
worse lsrael Television does not always give 
advance warnings that schedules may go 
astray. However, this week they've given due 
notice that programmes may be changed 
because of the European Cup Basketball 
Championship. In other words, if Israel does 
well, certain shows will be dropped in favour 
of live transmission of crucial matches. 


A SEXUAL comedy of errors is perhaps the 
most accurate description of the hilarious 
feature film Victor/Victoria on ITV at 21.15 
tonight. Victoria, a down-and-out cabaret sin- 
ger in Paris in the 305, is given a new identity 
by the witty entertainer, Tilly, who passes her 
off as a male who is a female impersonator.

HAD THE Agranat Inquiry Com- 
mission investigated the conduct of 
the Six Day War, it would have 
found shortcomings no less grave 
than those of the Yom Kinour War. 
accurding to Defence Minister Yitz- 
hak Rubin, who was chief of the 
general staff in 1967. “Mobilizing 
the armoured corps, for example, 
was chaotic,” recalls Rabin. “But 
the waiting period gave us time to 
sort things out.” 

The defence minister was speak- 
ing at a symposium on the Six Day 
War organized by Tel Aviv Universi- 
ty's Jaffee Centre for Strategic Stu- 
dies in memory of another CGS, the 
late David Elazar. 

The [DF had told the government 
that there was little likelihood of a 
war in 1967, said Rabin. Even when 
Egyptian President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser ordered the Egyptian army 
into Sinai, he was not planning to go 
to war. It was a classic example of 
escalation: the situation created the 
war. : 

Aharon Yariv, who had been chief 
of military intelligence at the time, 
noted that Egypt was as unprepared 
for war as Israel. It had a large army 
tied up in the Yemen civil war, and 
Israel was definitely not “at the top 
of Egypt's list." The Egyptian mili- 
tary leadership (houghtthat, because 
of its involvement in Yemen, the 
solution of the Palestinian question 
would have to be postponed until 
1970 ai least. ᾿ 

According to Yariv's account, the 
real villains of the war were the 
Russians. The Soviet Union spread 
false reports about an Esraeli military 
build-up on the Syrian border, and 
the Soviet ambassador refused 
Prime Minister Levi Eshkol’s offer 
to take him to the border area, so 
that he could see for himself. 

“T don't need to go," the ambassa- 
dor reportedly said. “I read it in 
Pravda.” 

_ Yariv said he had been told by 
Moshe Sneh, the head of the Israel 
Communist Party, that the Soviet 
Union at that time had wanted Israel 
cut down to the dimensions of the 
“UN Partition Plan of 1947 (which 
would involve taking “away half 
Galilee and a chunk of the Negev.) 

Yariv quoted Egyptian sources to 


prove that the country’s top generals . 


agreed that they were not ready for 
war. Nasser did not expect to “get 
away with it” when he blockaded the 
Straits of Tiran and ordered the UN 
forces out of Sharm cl-Sheikh, sug- 
gested Yariv, and was apparently

surprised when UN Secretary- 
General U Thant said he would take 
all his forces out of Sinai and Gaza. 

Confirming this view, Rehavam 
Ze'evi, deputy chief of operations 
during the Six Day War, said his 
main conclusion was that “once the 
wheels start turning, nothing can 
stop them.” Neither side wanted 
war; but both sides lost control of the 
situation. 

The IDF always had contingency 
plans, noted Ze’evi, but the political 
aims of the war were not defined. 
There was no war cabinet, nor a 
national ‘security council, and the 
government did not even have a 
war-room at its disposal. Plans 
should always be flexible and adapt- 
able to a developing situation, com- 
amented- Ze'evi, but the ‘political 
echelon must decide on its aims. 


"THE POLITICAL advantages of

. Mordechai Gazit, director-general.

paign of 1956, pointed out Gazit. 
Bisenhower had demanded a com- 
plete, unconditional Israeli with- 
Grawal. Johnson said there must be a 


- withdrawal, but that Israel did not 


have to relurn to the instability of the 
pre-war period. . 

. The U.S. took the line that the 
situation had to be changed, .and it 
supported Israel's remaining in its 
new positions until the change was 
effected. In Gazit's view, this was

Johnson had told Eshkol: “You 


won't be alone, unless you go it - 


alone." By waiting, Israel had shown 
that it was prepared to give methods 
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other than war a chance. 

On June 19, Isruel offered Syria 
and Egypt peace on the basis of the 
pre-war borders, signalling that 
Sinai and the Golan were negoti- 
able, recalled Gazit. Regarding the 
West Bank, the government said it 
would consider the matter. In point 
of fact, it was never resolved, said 
the former director-general, and this 
was a mistake. The government 
should have sat down and continued 
to discuss the situation “until the 
white smoke appeared.” (He was 
réferring to the white smoke from 
the Vatican signalling that a new 

τ pope has been elected). ᾿ 

When Johnson asked Eshkol, 
“What sort of Israe] do you want?” 
the prime minister was not able to 
reply. Eshko! had said more than 
once that Israel did not want to 

. absorb more Arabs. When she was 
premier, Golda Meir said explicitly: 
“We don't want another 600,000 
-Arabs.” The reason she had not said 
900,000 was that it was decided early 
on not to return the Gaza Strip te 
Egypt, said Gazit. 

Israel's other mistake, suggested 
Gazit, was in not pursuing the offer 
to Egypt and Syria more energetical- 


ly. Israel should have followed a 
creative, constructive diplomacy. 
“There was lime before Khartoum" 
he said. “Why didn't we take our 
wares to market?” (An Arab summit 
in Khartoum in autumn 1967 re- 
solved that there would be no peace, 
no recognition and no negotiations 
with Israel.) 

Israel's position on Sinai and the 
Golan was still in force in 1968, when 


ting began his mission to try to bring 
about negotiations between Israel 
and the Arab states; but in October 
1968, it was cancelled by an Israeli 
government resolution: no return to 
pre-war borders. 


THE ALLON PLAN, the scheme of 
then deputy-premier Yigal Allon for 
Isrnel to retain the Jordan rift, Gaza 
and parts of southern Judea, while 
returning the “more heavily popu- 
lated areas” to Jordan, only came up 
at the symposium during question 
time. Why, asked a member of the 
audience, did Israel not put forward 
this iden? 

Gazit replied that Allon himself 
didn’t want to present his plan te the 
government.

Anwar Sadat (israel Sun Lid.) 
THE LATE Egyptian president 
Anwar Sadat believed that Jeru- 
salem was one af the easiest 
problems to solve, Police Minis- 
ter Haim Bar-Lev told the sym- 
posium.

THE ISRAELI jets streaking to- 
ward Egyptian airfields in the early 
morning of June 6, 1967, flew so low 
over the Mediterranean that their 
exhausts sent trails of white foam 
over the waters. 

Looking out of the cramped cock- 
pit of his Mystere, Avihu Ben-Nun 
Saw the fourth plane in his formation 
fise and drop, gain altitude and de- 
scend. It was flown by a young, 
inexperienced pilot, and Ben-Nun, 
the leader, feared he would plunge 
into the sea. He couldn’t warn the 
pilot because using the radio could 
alert the Egyptians to the imminent 
attack, so he just watched. 

Somewhere near the Bardawil 
Lake he realized the plane had dis- 
appeared. “We started off on the left 
foot,” he thought gloomily. 

Ben-Nun, today an aiuf (major- 
general) and head of the IDF’s plan- 
ning branch, did not knew the pilot 
had discovered a fault, turned back 
and landed at Hazerim, near Beer- 
sheba. He found that out only after 
returning from the attack of the 
Fayyid airbase southwest of 
Ismailiya. 

The sea-skimming flight and the 
radio silence were key elements in 
the attack designed to knock out the 
Egyptian Air Force on the ground 
and redress the enemy's enormous 
numerical advantage. If that strike 
had failed, the war would have 
turned out completely differently. 


THE EGYPTIAN, Syrian and 
Jordanian air forces together had

Few people really knew the plans.

“THE LEBANESE Air Force was 
easily neutralized. Uri was deputy 
commander of a Mirage squadron in 
Ramat David.

Nevertheless, the pilots’ achieve- 
ments brought the decision-makers 
round to uppreciating the air force's 
tremendous fire power, its ability to 
react quickly and concentrate efforts 
where and when they were needed.

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I DOUBT that many families follow 
the practice of foad technologist 
Yoram Malevski, whose children are 
required to give an account every 
evening of what they have eaten that 
day in terms of nutritional values -- 
nnd if found to be missing some 
important food group, they run into 
the kitchen to make up the lack. 

Maleyski -- andl henee the Histad- 

rul’s Consumer Protection Author- 
ity for which he works -- is today 
advocating that alt packaged foods 
should be required (o carry a table of 
full nutritional data. He further 
proposes that the information be 
given in terms of nutritional value 
per average serving, not just per 100 
granis. And Ruth Kringel al the 
Authority says the box should also 
indicate what percentage of the Re- 
commended Daily Allowance (by 
U.S. standards) each nutrient repre- 
sents. Since this differs with the age 
and sex of the person, it seems to me 
the boxes would have to be far larger 
than their products 1¢ encompass 
this eneyclopacdic information! 

Under ctirrent labelling laws, a 
manufacturer is obliged to print a 
full nutritional table onfy if the pro- 
duct is making some special dietary 
claim, such as “low-calorie” or 
“pluten-free." The logic is that if you 
make one claim, you should give a 
full picture, Otherwise, a full table is 
not compulsory even if the product 
states that it is fortified with a vita- 
min, such as “Vitamin C added,” or 
contains “additional fibre," such as 
bran. But in those cases, the Health 
Ministry will soon require marking 
the package with the exact amount, 
of this additive, per 100 grams or 
millilitres, plus stating the “recom- 
mended daily intake” for the subst- 
ance in question. 

To its credit, the Health Ministry 
has just adopted a lis of new defini- 
tions for dietetic foods, and the Food 
Administration will be authorized to 
see that labels such as “low-calorie,” 
“Low-salt’’ or ‘‘salt-free,"’ 
“cholesterol-free,"' “gluten-free,* 
and “low-protein” are accurate 
according to the official definitions. 

In order to be called “‘low- 
calorie,” for instance, soft drinks, 
syrups, and drink powders may con- 
tain no more than 1S calories per 100 
millilitres. The only way to achieve 
this is by taking most or all of the 
sugar out, and replacing it with an 
approved sugar substitute. Parallel 
beverages with sugar average 45 to 
50 calories per 100 mitiilitres, says 
Daniel Reichman, director of the 
Food Administration. 

Similarly, a product may be label- 
led “low-sodium,” “low-salt,” or 
“salt-free” if it meets certain 
criteria, which differ from food to 
food. Soup powders, for instance, 
can be so labelled if there is no more 
than 200 milligrams of sodium (nat- 
ran in Hebrew) in 100 grams of dry 
soup powder. This will give a mere 
30 milligrams of sodium in an aver- 
age serving of the soup itself. The 
Americans have two categories for 
salt: “low-sodium” and “very-low- 
sodium,” whereas here only one 
level has been established for each 
type of food (soups, meat and fish 
products, baked goods, tinned 

vegetables, etc.), and it seems to be 
permissible to use cither the term 
“low-salt” or ‘‘salt-free™ at the 
manufacturer's discretion. 

If a manufacturer is calling his 
produce “salt-free,” Reichman tells 
me, this should indicate that he is not 
adding any salt (NaCl -- seadium 
chloride) deliberately to the recipe's 
ingredients, and that any traces of 
sodium derive from the raw mate- 
rials themselves; these traces shoutd 
be well below the maximum permit- 
ted figure. 


' ‘THE TERM “natural” (tiv'l) when 
applied to food labelling is confus- 
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ing, even though the Food Adminis- 
tration tries to control and limit its 
use. Strictly speaking, Reichman 
admits, “natural” should mean “as it 
is found in nature." But in practice, 
the Food Administration permits the 
term “natural” on certain products, 
such as natural fruit juice or natural 
honey, which have undergone some 
industrial process, such as heating. 
The specific Standard regulating 
honey, for instance, considers honey 
“natural” even when it has been 
factory-heated to prevent crystal- 
lization. 

Food technologist Malevski 
laughs at labels which read “recon- 
stituted natural juice." “This is a 
contradiction in terms; fruit juice is 
either natural or it is reconstituted," 
claims Malevski. However, the Food 
Adniinistration's interpretation in 
this case is that “natural means that 
nothing external has been added to 
the juice, other than water. 

“Organic” is a term for which the 
ministry requires proof. Says Reich- 
man, “We ask for tests of pesticide 
residues, and what we usually de- 
mand is (hat there be fewer residue 
parts-per-bélfion than we require as 
parts-per-mritfion on the regular 
foodstuff.” 

The term “nutritious” (maizeen) 
is permitted on food labels, provided 
it can be proved correct if challenged 
— most foodstuffs, after all, contain 
some nutritional value. The term 
“health” or “healthful” is not 
allowed on food labelling -- untess it 
is unavoidable, such as when it is 
embodied in # registered trademark, 
particularly on a product from. 
abroad. Otherwise, the local Food 
Administration carefully scrutinizes 
all labelling on imported foodstuffs, 
requires that the relevant informa- 
tion be in Hebrew, and insists that 
even the foreign-language wording 
be consistent with Israeli labelling 
regulations. The Food Administra- 
tion's approval is required before 
any foreign foodstuff gets an import 
licence from the Ministry of Industry 
and Trade. 

One point on which the Israeli 
health authorities are very strict is 
that no medical or therapeutic claims 
can be attributed to any foodstuff - 
neither in labelling nor in advertis- 
ing. This ban covers claims that the 
product will aid in wait Joss. This

ruling affects, in particular, those 
items sold ns food supplements, in 
the so-called “health food” or “na- 
ture food” shops.-As far as the 
Ministry of Health is concerned, 
items such a bran, brewer's yeast, 
fish-oil, capsules, spirulina, etc., are 
“foods” -- and not medicines. As 
foods, their labels or attached leaf- 
lets are forbidden to make health 
and medical claims. 

When spirulina, a form of algae 
grown in Negev ponds, was first put 
on the market, it was claimed to be 
effective fora number of complaints, 
including the relief of pre-menstrual 
syndrome. Today, the claims of spir- 
ulina diet supplement tablets are 
much more restrained, couched in 
general termssuch as “increase your 
energy and build up your strength.” 


THE HISTADRUT’S Consumer 
Protection Authority charges that 
the Health Ministry's strict ban on 
therapeutic claims for sup- 
plementary foods is having a nega- 
tive boomerang effect: because no 
therapeutic information is allowed 
on labels here, says the Authority, 
untrained sales personnel in the so- 
called health-food shops are giving 
out all sorts of contradictory advice, 
almost tantamount to practising 
medicine without a licence. 

Last summer, the Authority vi- 
sited 13 ,health-and-nature food 
shops around the country and asked 
for advice about six health problems, 
ranging from emotional tension to 
hemorrhoids. The Authority's con- 
clusions: most health food shops feel 
themselves qualified to offer advice 
on medical problems. There is much 
diversity in the treatment tecom- 
mended for the same condition or 
disease in the various shops. 

Perhaps shopkeepers have grown 
wary, or perhaps I picked a more 
difficult ailment. When I tried the 
same game last week at three diffe- 
rent shops in Tel Aviv, with the 
question, “What do you recommend 
for asthma?”, the replies were: “Go 
toa doctor" or “Go to a practitioner 
of natural medicine,” and one shop 
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even offered to get me a name and 
address. These shops do, however, 
openly sell literature on natural 
health questions, featuring a revolv- 
ing wheel (Hebrew only) listing va- 
rious human illnesses and the recom- 
mended natural treatment for (hem. 

Based on its experience, the His- 
tadrut Consumer Authority is mak- 
ing two supgestions: [t would like (he 
Health Ministry to permi( the print- 
ing of therapeutic claims on labels of 
food supplements sold al these 
shops, but only such cluim are 
approved by the Health Ministry 
itself, based on what is known from 
tesearch here and abroad. The con- 
sumer body feels this would reduce 
the tendency for consumers to rely 
on what sales people, trained or 
untrained in such matters, happen to 
tell them. Under existing rules and 
regulations, the Ministry has the 
power to authorize therapeutic 
claims on foodstuffs and food sup- 
plements -- but it has so far refused to 
allow any. 

A second suggestion of the Con- 
sumer Authority is that every such 
health or nature shop be required to 
have a nutritionist on duty - unless 
the shopkeeper himself holds a cer- 
tificate from some nutritional course 
at the Health Ministry itself. With all 
due respect to the Consumer Au- 
thority, a duty-nutritionist is a silly 
suggestion, both economically and 
ideologically. Who would pay fur 
these staff nutritionists? And who 
would select such nutritional ‘‘ex- 
perts?" The graduates of conven- 
tional colleges of nutrition would be 
anathema to most health shop own- 
ers, and conversely, homeopathic 
nutritionists might not be acceptable 
to the Ministry of Health. At a 
recent luncheon to promote Tivall’s 
vegetarian products, a spokesman 
for local vegetarians and vegans 
claimed there exist “120 different 
philosophies of vegetarianism and 
veganism,”: one of which even per- 
mits the eating of meat, as long as it 
is “natural.” So much for “expert” 
nutritional advice, 


A POINT of confusion is whether or 
not vitamins may legally be sold in 
the health food shops. Strictly speak- 
ing, says Reichman, vitamins are 
classed as medicines and restricted 
to sale in pharmacies. In practice,

One interesting paradox remains. 
While the Health Ministry prevents 
manufacturers from labeling their 
products “health" or “healthful,” 
and Jimits the term “natural,” it 
seems that no authority prevents a 
shopkeeper from putting up a sign 
proclaiming “health foods” or 
“natural foods.” When 1 asked the 
Food Administration who controls 
such shop names, | could see the 
look of surprise, as though the ques- 
tion had never been considered be- 
fore. Only the municipalities, which

ONE MAN'S “health is another 
man's poison. Perhaps it would be 
betler if the word “health” were 
removed from shop signs altogether. 
After all, are they supposed to imply 
that what is sald in ordinary food 
shops and supe: markets *unheal- 
thy?” Meanwhile, “health” stores 
contents must be taken with a grain 
of salt. 

My own natural instincts tell me 
this entire subject of food labelling 
and health-and-nature foods is 4 
controversial one, and will provoke 
more than the usual number of read- 
ers’ letters.

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THREE OF THE best art buoks on 
the shelves anywhere these days are 
devoted τὸ Bombers, Degas and 
Rodchenko, David Bomberg by 
Richard Cork (Yale University 
Press, 344 pp., 375 illustrations plus 
65 colour plates. £55/$85) is, in fact, 
one of the best written and most 
complete art hooks | have cver come 
across; and should do much to re- 
estublish the reputation of a cruelly 
neglected artist. The layout and 
printing (in England) are also su- 
perb. 
Bomberg (1890-1957) was clearly 
one of the leading artists of his 
generation and a pioneer of modern- 
ism in Britain, But he had several 
strikes against him: he was a rebel in 
advance of his times; and he was 
Jewish. The rebuffs he suffered 
throughout his life may have contri- 
buted to his often belligerent und 
difficult personality; an his fierce 
independenee only made matters 
worse. But it must surely now be 
clear that he will be remembered 
when the officials who ignored him 
are Jong forgotten. We are all in 
Richard Cork's debt and one can 
only hope Ut this wonderful book, 
which has tracked down so many 
marvellous Bombergs for repracuc- 
tion, will lead to a series of full-scale 
international exhibitions. Even now, 
it is hard to believe that the Tate 
red only two of his works in his 
lifetime, and that Bomberg was un- 
able to obtain a conimission us a war 
artist in the Forties, when men of 
lesser ability received one; and that 
he was rejecicd again and again 
when applying for a (teaching post, 
although he eventually attracted 
many students to his course at the 
Borough Palytechnic, among them 
Britain’s leading puinter, Frank An- 
erbach, 

Between 1412-14 Bomberg, a re- 
bel at the Slade Sehuol, soon estub- 
lished ἃ reputation as an intelligent 
piinter who had quickly absurbed 
the elements of Cubism, Vorticism 
and Futurism. But years in the tren- 
ches followed by τι contretemps over 
a commission from the Canadian 
War Memorial which he was foreed 
to revise and make more realistic, 
supped his confidence. ‘The marvel- 
lous narrative paintings of Jerusalem 
and Palestine made during a stay 
here in the Twenties (and the subject 
of a splendid exhibition at the Israel 
Museum organized by Stephanic 
Rachum, with a text by Cork) when 
first exhibited in London gave the 
British art world a long-lasting im- 
pression that Bomberg had ratted on 
modernism, 

Cork reveals, fer the first time, 
that in between two extended 
periods of often outstanding service 
on the Western Front, Rifleman 
Bomberg openly confcssed to a self- 
inflicted bullet wound designed to 
get him out of the trenches. He knew 
it was a crime punishable by death. 
His officers were luckily understand- 
ing; and Bomberg later returned to 
make many dangerous mapping 
forays into no-man’s-land. He was 
depressed too by the death in action 
of his friend and former fellow- 
Student at the Slade, painter-poet 
Isaac Rosenberg (another Jewish 
painter friend who was to come to a 
tragic end was the brilliant Mark 
‘Gertler, like Bomberg an East En- 
‘der of Polish-Jewish origin). 

Restlessness and self-doubt pla- 
gued Bomberg for the rest of his life. 
Unhappy in Britain, he found, at 
various times, solace working in 
Cyprus and Spain, where he pro- 
duced the best of his late work; the 
near absiract-expressionist fand- 

scapes from Cyprus and the charcoal 
drawings from Rondz in this book 
come as x revelation. ; 

In the last two years of his life 
Bomberg suddenty turned to sen- 
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timentul Jewish themes, somewhat 
disguised by their almost iinimalist 
abstract-expressionist manner. They 
were overt and covert self-portraits: 
unlike Cork, 1 finel them difficult to 
admire, But we have to thank him 
for showing us all uf Bomberg, the 
man and the very fine artist. This isa 
fairly expensive book, but worth 
every last penny. 


THE SECOND magnificent book is 
Edgar Degas ~ His Life and Work by 
Denys Sutton (Rizzoli, New York, 
342 pp., 294 illustrations, many in 
colour, no price listed), also impecc- 
ably well-printed (in Austria), ‘The 
layout is simple and striking and 
there is rightly something of an ac- 
cent on the drawings as well us the 
paintings and bronzes. Sutton 
(another British critic), also draws 
on a wide variety of sources, though 
like other recent biographers of De- 
gas he has been unable to do more 
than point to the enigmas: the asex- 
ual artist's ability to render women 
with such warmth, admiration and 
understanding; and the anti- 
Semite’s ability to have lifelong 
friends of Jewish origin. But this 
sumptuous book gives one a much 
needed verbal and visual four d'hor- 
ΙΖΟΝ. 


ANOTHER WONDERFUL book 
in which the text more than comple- 
ments the illustrations and vice yer- 
sa, is Catherine Lampert’s Rodin: 
Sculpture and Drawings (Yale Uni- 
versity Press, in conjunction with the 
Arts Council of Great Britain, 242 
“pp., 241 illustrations and photo- 
graphs, paperback $19.95), a book 
that grew out of her recent fascinat- 
ing Rodin exhibition at the Hayward 
Gallery earlier this year. The text 
deals with drawing by drawing, 
sculpture by sculpture and points up 
the cross-fertilization between the 
two, as well as Rodin's frank eratic- 
ism and his use of both classical and 
contemporary images to explore it — 
from mythology to can-can girls. 
Light is thrown too on the work and 
Personality of Rodin’s brilliant 
sometime assistant and sometime 
mistress, Camille Claudel, one of 
several famous female artists who 
fell for him. ἥ 
Rodin’s lively, rhythmic drawings 
and watercolaurs ure superb and so 
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are the photos of the sculptures. 
Incidentally, there is also ἃ post- 
script on Radin’s use of photography 
as anaid, written by Helene Pinet (ἢ 
good book on the subject wis pro- 
duced a number of years ago by Prof. 
Albert Elsen). This production, a 
large paperback, is a steal at the 
price. 


A QUITE invaluible buok is Rod- 
chenko: ‘The Complete Work b 
Russian historian Selim Omarovicl 
Khan-Magomedov, edited and in- 
troduced by the Italian historian 
Vicri Quilici (MIT Press, 303 pp., 


with some 5.8) illustrations many in, 


full colour, $50). It traces the entire 
und varied career of the pioneer, 
Constructivist, covering his brilliant 
work as a painter, photographer, 
montage-maker and designer in the 
fields of fashion, graphic art, theatre 
and even industry. Alexander Rod- 
chenko (1891-1956) was a genuine 
Phenonemon, son of a peasant and a 
wusherwoman. His father had be- 
come a call boy in ἢ theatre; Rod- 
chenko recalled that the first land- 
scape he ever saw wis one painted 
ona backdrop. This massive but very 
accessible book is not only an 
account of the artist's life but also, in 
a way, of his times - and of key 
figures like his friend Mayakovsky, 
of wham Rodchenko made many 
fascinating photographs. In fact a 
good part of the book is devoted to 
his photographs und they afford an 
excellent picture of life in a hopeful 
period before Stalin established 
absolute power. : 
Rodchenko's life was inextricably 
mixed with the progress of all the 
arts in Soviet Russia. For instance, 
one can find here his posters for 
Eisenstein’s Potemkin. Added in- 
terest is provided by parallel com- 
Mientaries to the illustrations by 
{cading Russian critics. 
Rodchenko, son of semi- 
illiterate parents, was educated at 
the Art Academy of the University 
of Kazan, one of the few art schools 
in Russia of the day. But he was an 
authentic creative genius; and one of 
influence far beyond the borders of 
his own country. This splendid book 


is long overdue and a must for every 
student. 


THE AWAITED English edition of 
H.L.C, Jaffe's De Stijl 1917-1931 
(Belknap-Harvard University Press, 
290 pp. 48 plates, no price listed) is 
something of a disappointment. 


Same of itsounds as though it is still 
in Duteh and the translation is gene r- 
ally wooden. The biographies of the 
artists are skimpy and the biblingra- 
phy is 30 years out of dite. Inesplic- 
ably, all the illustrations are in black 
and white, enough lo make van 
Doesburg turn in his grave. But the 
text is authoritative and Jafte also 
lets some of the speak for 
themselves, A key essay by Mon- 
drian is included, But fora far easier 
and more graphic introduction to 
this key modernist movement 1 
would recommend the Minneapolis 
Walker Art Center's superb 
catalogue-book (published by Abbe- 
ville five years apo but still available, 
in paperback) written by a number 
of scholars and introduced by Jaffe 
himself. 


Jewish Folk Art: from Biblical 
Days to Modern ‘Times by Joy 
Ungerleider-Mayernon (Summit 
New York, 243 pp., fully 
wed, mostly in colour, $50) is 
181 eminently readable guide for the 
tyro with the text directly related to 
the illustrations, Handsomely 
printed and bound (in Spain) on 
good stuck, it is marred somewhat by 
some over-pretly photography; the 
colour negatives have been culled 
from various sources, including our 
own museum. The author was o 
curator and eventually director of 
the Jewish Museum in New York, 
who since her retirement in t980, 
divides her time between New York 
and Jerusulem. She elfectively ex- 
plains the traditional reasons for the 
usage of all the Judaicu. 


‘Theo Tubiasse: Artist in Exite by 
Chaim Potok (Rizzoli, New York, 
200 pp., 323 illustations, including 
202 in colour, no price listed) does 
the Jaffa-born artist (1927) proud. 
Tobiasse left here when he was three 
after his Lithuanian parents failed to 
make a go of Palestine. They even- 
tually wound up in Paris, where the 
family later spent two years in a 
sealed apartment hiding from the 
Germans. Tobiasse, a great sen- 
timentalist who writes messages in 
Yiddish on his canvas befure cover- 
ing them over in the course of his 
painting, is un heir of sorts tu both 
Chagall and Picasso, whu, despite 
vivid use of colour, thinks largely in 
line. His chief subject is woman and 
his work is full of the sort of poesy 
that appeals to the French. He ts not 
an innovator, bul an imagist; but a 
popular one at that. 


MENTION THE name Roberts to 
any Isracli art fover and you will 
summon up images of tinted litho- 
graphs of 19th century Palestine. A 
new hook about Roberts the painter 
introduces us to a wholly different 
persona (in any case Roberts did not 
make the lithos all by himself). In 
David Roberts, compiled by Helen 
Guiterman and Briony Llewellyn 
(Phaidon Press and the Barbican Art 
Gallery, 128 pp., 221 illustrations, 
many in colour, paper £11.95), five 
scholars give us an excellent account 
Of the artist's travels, his work in the 
theatre, his prints and pictures of the 
Near Bast. Roberts made 
monumental paintings of sites from 
Baalbek to Philae on the Nile; and 
particularly splendid paintings of 
Tiberias and Cairo. But this fine 
production (at a bargain price) also 
shows us paintings from Italy and 
Spain and splendid renderings of 
English cathedrals. Some of the 
drawings and watercolours from 
Vienna and Venice are breathtak- 
ing. Roberts (1796-1864) was lucky 
to make most of his career as a 
pre-camera-period camera. An 
adventurous Scot, he risked his neck 
to bring to others a form of armchair 
travel-and left us witha magnificent 
narrative record for current com- 


nuison. A delightful book.

As 
an Orthodox American Jew, he 
naturally dwells on that side of the 
local scene, making notable efforts 
to’break through into the world of 
Christians and Moslems, but unable 
(except for an encounter with the 
memorable Cornelius, at which this 
reviewer was present) to penetrate 
their realities fully. Heilman candid- 
ly admits as much. oa 

But if no one person can do justice 
to all the realities that make up 
Jerusalem - and writers have been 
trying for hundreds of years - Heil- 
man's “walker” approach gets us 
deeper into the contemporary city 
that most other accounts have done.O
